The Field Is The Thing 


Virgil K7VP 


INDUCTORS 


One of the most widely used, predictable and versatile compo- 
nents in Electricity. The inductor in its many forms is; applied 
in transformers to boost or reduce voltages. To choke off the 
lumps and bumps of the output power of a power supply 
waveform, couple RF energy to the antenna making it but one 
example of a Resonant circuit. 


The Electrical property of an inductor is that it opposes any 
change in current flow, sense inductors are coils of wire 
through which the current travels, and certain things take place 
when that happens. As current is applied an electromagnetic 
field begins to develop, assuming that we have a complete cir- 
cuit current does flow. As current increases to a maximum 
value so does the electromagnetic field. This rate of flow of 
current is opposed in flow and as such does cause the current 
to lag the voltage which when applied is instantaneously 
throughout the coil of wire. This is caused by the fact that as 
current is increased the opposition is likewise increased creat- 
ing a delay or separation between voltage and current, this is 
useful knowledge. When applied as a choke or filter to smooth 
out the output waveform of a D.C. Power supply. The wave- 
form that is the output of the power supply is smoother and 
has fewer lumps and bumps and is closer to pure D.C... Other 
components such as the capacitor (previously discussed) op- 
posing a change in voltage further smooth’s out the output. 


Reactance is again useful in the creation of a Resonant circuit, 
not unlike the output circuit of an amplifier where a coil and a 
capacitor are in parallel and act to couple the energy to an an- 
tenna. This is done by having the current in the tank circuit be 
at maximum as it circulates back and forth in the tank and the 
current in the feeding line is at a minimum. This condition will 
cause the most efficient coupling of the RF energy to the an- 
tenna. 


We see the uses of the inductor does not end there, the mag- 
netic lines of force created by the application or current to a 
coil of wire will likewise influence the applied current to a pair 
of coils of wire placed in the close proximity of one another or 
wound on the same core, making a transformer. This useful 
device has many functions; stepping up a voltage or stepping 
down a voltage, e.g. from line voltage to house voltage of 110 
volts or industrial levels like 4160 volts. We now see that many 


applications of the inductors both flexible and useful. If we tie 
the inductors in series we add them like Resistors in series and 
if they are placed in parallel they add like resistors in parallel. 
Using the things that we have discussed we know that we need 
formulas to figure Reactance, Resonance, coupling coefficient, 
losses just to mention a few, most of which we will discuss in 
future articles.

New Zealand Amateurs 
Assist in Earthquake’s Aftermath 


A 6.3 magnitude earthquake struck the Canterbury region in 
New Zealand’s South Island on Tuesday, February 22 at 12:51 
PM local time (2351 on February 21 UTC). According to IARU 
Region 3 Disaster Communications Committee Chairman Jim 
Linton, VK3PC, 10 radio amateurs are using their two emer- 
gency broadcast vans to keep rescue teams and Civil Defense 
staff in touch. One is at a major welfare center, providing port- 
able communication so they can talk to Civil Defense, and the 
other vehicle is on its way to assist search-and-rescue teams in 
an area where communication is poor. 

“Richard, ZK4FZ, said Amateur Radio operators from around 
the country are volunteering to help out,” Linton said. “Others 
are sending updates on the disaster to families of people in 
Christchurch who are overseas.” 

As of February 24, the death toll from the earthquake stands 
at 98, with dozens yet to be rescued from beneath building 
rubble and hundreds of people still missing. The massive res- 
cue effort now involves 300 rescuers -- boosted by urban ex- 
perts from Australia -- and has rescued 20 people so far. Christ- 
church Mayor Bob Parker said a pocket of 15 had been found in 
the TV3 building, the heart of local television production. 

Countries around the world have responded with personnel 
and materials to help the citizens of New Zealand in the after- 
math of the earthquake, including the US. The Urban Search 
and Rescue California Task Force 2 -- a 74 member heavy res- 
cue team consisting of firefighters and paramedics from the 
Los Angeles County Fire Department, emergency room physi- 
cians, structural engineers, heavy equipment specialists, haz- 
ardous materials technicians, communications specialists and 
logistics specialists -- with 26 tons of pre-packaged rescue 
equipment is now in Christchurch. This unit also responded to 
the 2010 Haitian earthquake, Hurricanes Katrina and Rita, and 
the 1995 Oklahoma City bombing. 

According to media reports, buildings collapsed around Ca- 
thedral Square in downtown Christchurch and the spire atop 
ChristChurch Cathedral collapsed. The spire’s tip had also fallen 
in earlier earthquakes, but much more fell during the February 
22 earthquake. Police believe 22 people died in the collapse of 
the cathedral’s tower. The Canterbury Television (CTV) building 
was severely damaged and caught fire. On February 23, police 
decided that the damage was not survivable and rescue efforts 
at the building were suspended. More than 100 people may 
have died in the building. Firefighting and recovery operations 
resumed that night, later joined by a Japanese search and res- 
cue squad. Thirteen Japanese students from the Toyama Col-

(Continued from page 8) New Zealand Earthquake 
lege of Foreign Languages are missing, with some feared 
trapped in the rubble of the CTV building. 

New Zealand Prime Minister John Key said a State of Emer- 
gency continued and those in the affected areas needed to 
keep their resolve and good spirits as the whole country was 
right behind them. He acknowledged the support already given 
and being offered from overseas. Christchurch and its sur- 
rounding areas account for 500,000 people, about half the 
population of the South Island. 

There is no word yet on the frequencies being used. Once

FCC Adds New Country to CEPT Recipro- 
cal Agreement for Amateurs 


(taken from the ARRL Letter) 


On Monday, February 7, the FCC released a Public Notice (DA 
11-221), adding a new country to the CEPT reciprocal operating 
arrangements for US citizens who hold an FCC-issued General, 
Advanced or Amateur Extra class Amateur Radio licenses. US 
hams may now operate in Montenegro, as well as the other 
countries covered by the European Conference of Postal and 
Telecommunications Administrations (CEPT), subject to the 
regulations in force in the country visited, to operate in those 
countries. 

US amateurs with a General class license will be granted 
CEPT Novice Radio Amateur License privileges, in accordance 
with ECC Recommendation (05)06 (as amended). US amateurs 
holding an Advanced or Amateur Extra class license will be 
granted CEPT Radio Amateur License privileges in accordance 
with CEPT Recommendation T/R 61-01 (as amended). US hams 
who will be traveling to CEPT countries can now go to these 
links and see if any new countries have been added to the re- 
ciprocal agreements. 

While operating an amateur station in a CEPT country, the 
US amateur must have a copy of the Public Notice, proof of US 
citizenship and evidence of their FCC license in their posses- 
sion. They must show these documents to proper authorities 
upon request. 

CEPT countries participating in ECC Recommendation (05) 

06 as of February 7, 2011 are: Belgium, Croatia, Czech Republic, 
Denmark (including Greenland and the Faroe Islands), Ger- 
many, Hungary, Iceland, Liechtenstein, Luxembourg, Montene- 
gro, Netherlands, Portugal, Romania, Slovak Republic, Slovenia 
and Switzerland. 

CEPT countries participating in CEPT Recommendation T/R 61 
-01 as of February 7, 2011 are: Austria, Belgium, Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, Bulgaria, Croatia, Cyprus, Czech Republic, Den- 
mark (including Greenland and the Faroe Islands), Estonia, 
Finland, France (including Corsica, Guadeloupe, French Guyana, 
Martinique, St Bartholomew, St Pierre and Miquelon, St Mar- 
tin, Reunion and its Dependencies, Mayotte, French Antarctica, 
French Polynesia and Clipperton, New Caledonia, and Wallis 
and Futuna), Germany, Greece, Hungary, Iceland, Ireland, Italy, 
Latvia, Liechtenstein, Lithuania, Luxembourg, Macedonia, 
Moldova, Monaco, Montenegro, Netherlands, Norway, Poland, 
Portugal, Romania, Slovak Republic, Slovenia, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Turkey, Ukraine and the United Kingdom 
(including Northern Ireland, the Channel Islands and the Isle of 
Man).
